Sir: 


In reply to your letter of yesterday in relation to the difference of twenty dollars between 
the amount of draft No. 21322 and the amount which you claim should have been to the credit of 
your appropriations, I would state that the amount refunded to your appropriations on account of 
your bill against the Treasury for manufacturing the counting-boards and hopper for the 
Assistant Treasurer at Philadelphia was $172.93, and not $192.93 as you seem to suppose. 


I enclose herewith for your information a copy of your letter forwarding the bill, in which 
you state the amount to be $172.93. The bill itself has gone to the files of the Register’s Office, 
but was undoubtedly for the amount which I have stated, as your letter and the records of this 
Office and the Secretary’s Office show.
